The City shall provide legal services to any officer, em¬ 
ployees or agent of the City, and any former officer, employee or agent of the City 
who has been sued, or who is hereafter sued, or against whom a claim has been m 
or may hereafter be made relative to damages or liability arising out of actions or 
failures to act done in good faith in the performance of duty. 


SECTION 2. The City shall hold harmless any officer, employee or 
agent, or former officer, employee or agent, from any liability or damages if it is 
determined that the act or failure to act which gave rise to liability or damages was 
done in good faith in the performance of duty, provided however, this ordinance 
shall have no application to any case where the City of Fort Wayne or state of 
Indiana may bring an action against an officer, employee or agent, or former 
officer, employee or agent. 


SECTION 3. If any section, clause, sentence, paragraph, part or 
provision of this Ordinance shall be held invalid by any court, it shall be 
conculsively presumed that this Ordinance would have been passed by the Common 
Council without such invalid section, clause , sentence, paragraph, part or 
provision. 


SECTION 4. This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and 
after its passage and approval by the Mayor.
